The above financial report shows a small amount over- 
drawn, most of which can be accounted for by the increased 
expense of fuel, the severe weather of last winter and the ad- 
ditional heating apparatus both calling for a larger fuel con- 
sumption than last year. 

In regard to the work accomplished by the schools, etc., 
we refer to the report of the Superintendent, which is present- 
ed as a part of the report of the committee. 

We wish to impress upon the tax-payers the fact that the 
two lower rooms in our grammar school building are already 
crowded, and that we shall be unable to provide for any mate- 
rial increase in the school population in these grades. This 
being the fact, we feel that additional school accommodations 
should be provided for at the town meeting in March. At that 
time we expect to be able to give an estimate upon the cost 
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both of an addition, to our present grammar building and also 
on a new building to entirely take the place of the old one. 
The voters can then judge what may be for the best interest 
of the town. 

For the regular school work we recommend an appropria- 
tion of $6,000. The additional amount called for will be fully 
taken up in paying the increased expense of fuel and the care 
of the school buildings under the arrangement made during 
the past year.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE ScHOOL CoMMITTEE OF THE Town or HorpEDALE :— 


The second annual report of the Superintendent of Schools 
is hereby submitted :— 

During the year just past certain changes have been at- 
tempted of which I think we can say without idle congratula- 
tion that they are not simply changes, but improvements 
which have tended to increase the efficiency and raise the 
standard of the schools. 

One thing especially noticeable to the pupils of our schools, 
is the comfort of the school-rooms, due to the better facilities 
for heating and ventilating introduced during the past sum- 
mer. 

There have been several changes in text-books. The dis- 
carded books were in most instances well-worn, and it becanie 
a question of replacing them from the same series or exchang- 
ing them for more recent publications. Two text-books in 
United States History, the /zsfe and the 7omas, have taken 
the place of the old Barnes’ book, and in geography the Har- 
per’s and Maury’s have been superseded by the Frye. Appa- 
ratus and books for the better study of the sciences and litera- 
ture have been added to the High School equipment. 

Among the things taught in our schools, letter-writing 
and mental arithmetic are given prominence. In the first, the 
substance as well as the form is emphasized, thus giving drill 
in the correct expression of thought; in the second, various 
methods are folowed—appealing to the ear by oral examples, 
and to the eye from the written problem. Quick mechanical 
work to give facility and careful analysis to ascertain the zwhy 
are required. Careful outlines to guide in the study of geog- 
raphy and history have been prepared. Geography requires a 
wide treatment wholly different from the old question-and-an- 
swer method, and teachers are now preparing themselves to 
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give this important subject its proper presentation. The earth 
as the home of man is what the child is to be trained to ob- 
serve and love, and we begin with the little fellow in his first 
year at school by adding to the knowledge he already pos- 
sesses in training him to observe more closely the world of 
nature around him, and in leading him to imagine the wider 
world which lies beyond his vision. 

The change from the slant to the vertical style of penman- 
ship has reduced the perplexities of the teacher and given 
the child a more natural method. There are no poor writers 
in the vertical script. The upright, front position required is 
conducive to health and symmetrical growth. 

The whole-souled teaching of the history of our beloved 
land willdo much towards awakening an interest in the wel- 
fare of its government and the perpetuity of its institutions. 

This should be followed by the civil government, political 
economy, general history, and English literature of the High 
School program. Would not such a training foster love of 
country and tend to develop that crowning product of the pub- 
lic school—the good citizen ? 

But whatever the facilities or equipment a school may 
have at its disposal, all are of no avail if the teacher be incom- 
petent. The most direct way to increase the power and effi- 
ciency of the schools is by improving the teaching. “Such a 
one is a good teacher” is a remark which has frequently 
reached me concerning this or that individual among our 
teachers. I think it is true that the town has at present a 
most promising corps of teachers. Industrious, enthusiastic, 
and well trained, they are working for the good of the schools, 
and by examples of high character impressing their pupils 
with the spirit of noble living. 

Teachers’ meetings have been held monthly. At these 
meetings the teachers and the Superintendent study and dis- 
cuss principles of education, and the Superintendent advises 
and directs in regard to school work. Lessons in music and 
drawing are given to the teachers from time to time by the 
specialists in those subjects. 

A teachers’ institute, including the teachers of the three 
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towns comprising the district, was held in Hopedale May 22, 
and a similar one in Mendon, Nov. 7. The programs consist- 
ed of papers and exercises from the teachers, and addresses 
from several leading educators. These meetings are open to 
any one, and parents and friends of education are cordially in- 
vited to attend any or all of them. 

Notwithstanding that the total enrolment is increased by 
the addition of over thirty names, chiefly from the lowest 
grade, the average attendance has been about the same as last 
year. Habits of punctuality and regular attendance are well 
worth the effort sometimes necessary to form them. Parents 
and teachers may feel that they are laying a foundation for 
future success when they insist upon a strict observance of 
these rules. 

Beginning with the fall term, Miss Bertha G. Hopkins, a 
recent graduate of the Hopedale High School, has served in 
the schools as a trainer. Miss Grace G. Cook has done the 
same under Miss Thayer at South Hopedale. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


No report concerning school matters is complete that does 
not present the needs of the schools. 

And first I would call attention to the need of better and 
increased accommodations at the grammar building. The 
primary department is overcrowded, and the building as a 
whole is well filled. Any appreciable increase in the school 
population could not be accommodated in that building as it is 
at present.. A small addition has been made to the sanitaries, 
to provide for immediate needs, but they are still inadequate, 
wrong in kind, and a genuine nuisance. 

I would recommend that an addition of two stories be 
erected on the easterly side of the school building, large 
enough to allow of two rooms on a floor, and accommodations 
in the basement for water-closets connected with the sewer- 
The two schoolrooms on the lower floor would be put to imme- 
diate use as class rooms, while the upper floor could be left in 
one room, to be used as a school hall until such time as an in- 
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crease in numbers would necessitate its division into two 
schoolrooms. Such an addition would meet the demand of an 
increasing school population for some time to come. 

Another plan, and possibly a wiser one, is to erect an en- 
tirely new eight-room building in accordance with the latest. 
and best ideas concerning heat, light, ventilation, beauty, and 
general school equipment. If some suitable lot not in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the manufactories could be obtained, and 
such a building as has been described erected thereon, it would 
be an ornament to the town in keeping with its generally fine 
appearance, and a credit to the liberality and progressiveness 
of the taxpayers. 

Second.—A slight change in the laboratory in the High 
School building whereby more light may be thrown upon the 
tables is desirable. This can be effected by placing windows 
above the blackboards in the partitions. 

Third.—At the South Hopedale schoolbouse, the walls 
and ceiling need tinting in a manner similar to that so excel- 
lently done at the grammar building. 

Fourth.—The matter of teachers’ salaries is an important 
one. We believe that “as is the teacher, so is the school,” 
and we know that in order to obtain and keep good teachers it 
is necessary to pay the market price for such material. Hope- 
dale deserves the best, and I recommend that the general ap- 
propriation be sufficient to obtain it. 

Fifth.—In order for two teachers to accomplish the daily 
work necessary in the four grades of the High School, the reci- 
tation periods must be made comparatively short and few for 
each class. The three general subjects of mathematics, natur- 
al science, and language are best taught by specialists in each 
department. I would recommend that another assistant be 
placed in the High School, making three teachers in all.

Report of Committee on Additional Heating 
and Ventilating Apparatus for 
Schoolhouses. 


At the Town meeting held in March, 1895, the under- 
signed were appointed a special committee to investigate the 
existing conditions at the High and Grammar buildings as 
regards heating and ventilating, and instructed to make a 
report at the meeting to be held in April. This report was 
made and the committee recommended additional heating 
apparatus for both buildings to supplement what was already 
in use. An appropriation of $1800 was made for the purpose. 
When the committee came to get the actual plans for the work 
and to consult with people in this line of business as well as 
the State Inspector, by whom it must be accepted, it seemed 
best to entirely remove the old furnaces from the Grammar 
building and put in boilers to take their place, in connection 
with this supplying a ventilating shaft so that the rooms could 
be properly ventilated. 

The members of the committee were unanimous in decid- 
ing to make this change, although involving an expense of 
about $700 more than the amount appropriated, as by so doing 
we were assured that the work would be accepted by the State 
Inspector, and that the ventilation would be satisfactory. The 
old means provided for ventilation were very crude, and the 
condition of the schoolrooms during the middle of the session 
was very bad indeed. Had we not had the ventilating shaft, 
etc., supplied im connection with the heating apparatus, it 
would have cost much more later on, and the Town would 
probably have been obliged to take action in the matter the 
coming season. 
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After considering plans from several different parties, the 
proposition of Mr. John W. Woods, of Springfield, Mass., was 
accepted, the Town to pay him the sum of $2200, together 
with the old furnaces and such old material as might come out 
which he desired to use in setting the boilers, etc. The plans 
were approved by the State Inspector, Mr. Joseph A. Moore, 
before work was begun, and operations were nearly completed 
at the regular time for opening the upper Grammar room. 
As far as we can judge, it is now only a question of fuel and 
proper management on the part of the janitor and teachers to 
keep both buildings comfortable in any possible weather. 

The financial part of our report covers only the expendi- 
ture up to Feb. 1, and there yet remains due Mr. Woods $712.- 
44, for which an appropriation should be made at the Town 
meeting in March. The total expense will therefore be 
$2,558.17. Taking out the old chimneys and furnaces involved 
breaking into every room in the building, and therefore a con- 
siderable expense was entailed which did not properly come 
within the contract with the party furnishing the boilers and 
piping. We feel that the investment is a good one for the 
Town, and that the building is in much better condition than 
it would have been to have simply done the smaller amount in 
the Grammar building as proposed, and left the question of 
ventilation in its former unsatisfactory condition. 

The expenditure up to date of $1,845.73 also covers baile 
insurance at both buildings amounting to $50. The itemized 
account is as follows :—

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


Trustees of the Hopedale Public Library, 


By the resignation on Feb. 25 of Mr. Irving Ross, chair- 
man of this Board, it became necessary to elect a new member 
to serve until the next annual meeting of the town. A joint 
meeting of the Selectmen and remaining members of the 
Board of Trustees was held after due notice on the 12th day 
of March, at which time Mr. Myron J. Bigelow was elected. 
The Board organized by electing Mr. Timothy Osgouod chair- 
man, Mr. F. H. French secretary and librarian. 

There has been a fair increase in the number of card 
holders, and the number of visitors was slightly increased this 
year over last. The teachers and scholars of the several 
schools find the library of assistance to them and form a large 
percentage of the visitors. The Trustees have tried to be of 
assistance to them, and have instructed the assistant librarian 
to render them all the assistance possible. They would wel- 
come any suggestions from either committee, superintendent, 
teachers, or scholars, that would render the library more effi. 
cient for their use. 

The number of books taken for home use the past year 
has been less by more than one thousand. This is due to 
three causes: First, lack of new books; second, the removal of 
several families from the Town during the early part of the 
year who were constant patrons of the library; the third was 
the prevailing dullness of times during 1894, which gave the 
people more time to read, consequently 1894 showed an in- 
crease in this direction. The second and third causes neither the 
Town nor the Trustees of its library can do much to remedy, 
but the first cause can be removed by an appropriation sufficient 
to keep the library up toits present value, and also give such a 
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growth as the patrons require to maintain the interest of the 
library to them. 

In all libraries of this kind at least there will be more 
money available out of a given amount for new books the first 
five years than in the second. This will gradually decrease 
until towards the third period of five years it will remain 
about stationary, owing to the fact that a book has a lifetime 
of a certain number of years more or less, according to the use 
it gets, and then must be renewed with another of the same 
kind. This only keeps the library up to its present value, but 
does not increase the number of volumes, hence it will be very 
readily seen that in order to grow and be of value to its older 
patrons new material must be added. This item of expense 
does not go on constantly increasing from year to year, but 
will remain nearly constant, only increasing with the increase 
of patronage and consequent increase of wear and deprecia- 
tion. The expenses in other directions will be about the same 
the coming year. 

After a most careful examination and Oona the 
Trustees unanimously agreed to recommend an appropriation 
of thirteen hundred dollars ($1,300) and the amount of the dog 
tax returned to the Town by the county. It will be necessary 
to elect one member of the board of Trustees to serve for three 
years. 

With the foregoing statement and recommendations, to- 
gether with the annexed financial and book accounts, we re- 
spectfully submit to your consideration our report for the 
year 1895.
